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CHICAGO’S FINANCIAL FUTURE AND THE WEST

' When George M. Reynolds, president of the American Bankers’ 
- Association, declined to consider a tender of the treasury portfolio in Presi- 
. dent Taft’s Cabinet, preferring to remain at the head of the Continental 
| National Bank of Chicago, many of his friends in the East as well as not a 
. few in the West admonished him that he was making a serious mistake, that 
"the secretaryship meant a stepping stone to the presidency of one of New 
‘York’s large banking institutions, that it would mean fame, position and 
affuence. . 

But to all this Mr. Reynolds turned a deaf ear and chose to remain in 
Whicago and share her fortunes. He is essentially a Western man and having 
@clear insight, the result of close contact with a growing and progressive 
4 p0ple, he foresaw that for each 10 per cent advancement which New York 
Might make, Chicago was almost certain to make 100 per cent. To be a part 
‘and powerful factor in this growth, appealed to Mr. Reynolds far more 
‘Strongly than the Secretaryship of the Treasury, with the position that it 
“might bring at the end of his tenure of office. Mr. Reynolds firmly believes 
“that the relationship between Chicago and the financial West is to become far 
| More intimate in the next few years than the East has ever dreamed. 
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Chicago’s importance as a commercial center was not impressed upon 
Europe until the Columbian Exposition. At that time a member of the Royal 
Commission of Great Britain and Ireland in an address to the manufacturers 
of that country in urging them exhibit at the World’s Fair said: 


“*It would seem as if the future destinies of the United States must be 
controlled from the West, where the population is growing with so much 
rapidity, where energy is unbounded and where the wealth of the soil, as 
of the riches hidden beneath the surface, is incomprehensible. The unrivalle] 
resources of the West, together with the unequalled enterprise of her citizens, 
are sure prophecy of superior wealth. The West surpasses in agriculture, 
stock raising, mining, and eventually will surpass in manufacturing. It is 
safely predicted, that however many rival cities may in the future, contest the 
trade and prosperity, created by this Western development, with Chicago, 
this Metropolis of the Great Lake region must continue to retain her pre- 
eminence. Great as Chicago is, the period of her greatness has yet to come.” 


Utterances of Two Decades Ago Recalled 


This was uttered eighteen years ago by an Englishman. How much of 
this prophecy has been realized. The events of the last few years gives 
the answer. Every financial student points to the soundness of the fi- 
nancial position of the West as the most potent factor in checking the panic 
and averting a much worse disaster. 

In measuring the development of a city, state or territory no better cri- 
terion can be taken than its finances and banking istitutions. Upon these rest 
whatever of strength there is in the community and its enterprise and the 
same holds good to a number of communities collectively, composing a state 
or section of a nation as well as the nation itself. 


Relationship of Banks to Business 


So closely related are the banks to the enterprises, that one is dependent 
upon and essential to the other. Banking centers seldom shift. New ones 
spring up and expand with the development of business, but the old financial 
centers continue to grow with the new, latter supplement the former, but 
seldom supersede them. 

London for instance, has held the enviable position of the great financial 
center of the world and probably will continue to do so for centuries to come, 
with Paris, Berlin and Amsterdam as financial centers of their respective na- 
tions, but Paris has not superseded London, despite the fact that she was prac- 
tically the World’s Banker in the recent panic. New York early in the 
development of the Colonies became the financial center and expanded into 
the great banking center of the American continent. 


England and Dominion of Canada 


Despite the close relationship existing between the Dominion and Eng- 
land, both in a commercial and financial way, Montreal, while developing into 
a large banking center has not been able to establish herself as the great 
financial center. If this statement is doubted reference should be made to 
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the statements of the chartered banks of the Dominion, to ascertain this 
volume of their surplus fund loaned or kept in New York. 

This statement is made to clearly show that in what follows there is no 
intention to detract or belittle the position in the financial world of New 
York, but to point out the recent trend of events and show the developments 
of another financial center of large magnitude and one that must be reckoned 
with in the future. 


Chicago’s Part in the Recent Panic 


Chicago’s part in the finances of the panic of 1907, was not unlike that of 
Paris. Her banking institutions and the strength given them by their own 
soundness and the position of the great agricultural section, naturally tribu- 
tary to that city were the bulwark of the nation during this period of financial 
stress. While New York was the storm center and this continent bore the 
brunt of the disturbance, Chicago was her staunchest supporter and chief first 
aid. That the Chicago banks were forced, by reason of her intermediate 
position, to follow New York’s lead in suspending currency payment, this 
same policy was followed by practically every.reserve city, and many that 
were not reserve cities, in the country. 

This unfortunate situation was not the result of any weakness in Chi- 
cago’s banks, but was largely due to an unscientific and inelastic currency 
system that had long before become inadequate to the business needs of the 
country at large and also to financial assistance rendered New York earlier in 
the year. 

Chicago Clearing House Early 


‘New York was severely criticised for its course, and probably to some 
degree justly so, for our currency system had much to do witk her position, al- 
though the lack of conservatism on the part of some of her bankers—Morse, 
Heinze, for instance—cannot fail to merit a share of the responsibility. Chi- 
eago, the year before, had eliminated a weak spot through the liquidation of 
the Walsh banking institutions and in doing so, set an example for other 
cities, both large and small to pattern after—namely, concerted action on 
the part of the banks through the clearing house and an examination of the 
banks independent of the federal and state banking departments, putting all 
in a position where one is checked and supplemented by the other, rendering 
the sound bank doubly secure from loss through runs on, or disaster to weak 
and unsound institutions. 


Closer Business Ties Spring Up 


One thing that is bringing about a closer relationship between Chicago 
and the country banks of the great agricultural and stock raising sections, 
is the fact that Chicago practically controls the markets of the food products 
of the world, and is therefore the natural distributing center for these prod- 
ucts. This, in itself, is bound to bring the banks of the great agricultural 
sections in close touch with those of Chicago. But as time has gone on Chi- 
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eago’s manufacturing also has grown until that is another strong factor in 
the development of a financial center of the first magnitude in the Metropolis 
of the Great Lakes. 


What a Closer Relationship Really Means 


The purpose of this article is not to boom Chicago—that city has grown 
so great that it has long since passed the boom period—but it is written to 
impress upon the minds of the bankers and others who will visit that city 
during the convention of the American Bankers’ Association in September, 
some facts regarding the growth of Chicago and the Western country and 
what they necessarily must mean in the development of the financial stand- 
ing of the nation. The interests of Chicago and the West—and by the West 
I inelude Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Illinois and Wisconsin as well as the trans- 
Mississippi territory—are more nearly identical than those of the West and 
New York can ever be. And yet, Chicago is in such close touch with New 
York that her financial pulse and that of the Eastern Metropolis beat in 
unison. : 

Chicago in the Earlier Panic 


In the panic of the Nineties, Chicago was one of the storm centers and 
several of her banks were forced to suspend and a number to liquidate later. 
The entire West was storm swept in that panic, but the disaster, as disasters 
often are, proved a benefit in after years because it resulted in strengthening 
banks which were weak, but which withstood the storm. Chicago’s financial 
atmosphere was cleared and much of the undesirable methods and abuses 
in banking was eliminated, just as the more recent panic purged New York 
of bad banking. Both panics taught lessons of benefit of co-operation between 
banks, but Chicago learned her lesson earlier because of her earlier experi- 
ence. Through the liquidations of the National Bank of Illinois, the Dreyer 
failure and the subsequent liquidation of the three Walsh banking insti- 
tutions. 

Chicago Establishes New Principal 


Through the latter, Chicago was able to demonstrate to the world, what 
could be done by co-operation through the clearing house, to divert disaster, 
while in the experience attendant upon the suspension of the National Bank 
of Illinois the disastrous results of allowing a bank to fail without any effort 
on the part of the associated banks to bring about an orderly liquidation, was 
illustrated. 

How the Plan was Worked Out 


With such strong men as James B. Forgan, John J. Mitchell, Joseph T. 
Talbrt, Orson Smith, Byron L. Smith, Ernest A. Hamill and George M. 
Reynolds of the Clearing House Committee working in perfect harmony to 
develop the system of independent examination and supervision of the banks, 
and with the hearty support accorded them by such associate bankers as H. 
A. Haugen, Charles L. Hutchinson, Charles G. Dawes, John A. Lynch, W. F. 
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Fenton, J. C. Black, David R. Forgan, N. W. Harris, 8. R. Flynn, W. A. 
Tilden, E. S. Lacey and others, Chicago banking has been placed on a higher 
plane and has inspired other reserve centers to adopt similar systems of inde- 
pendent inspection. 


System Was Born of Necessity 


Such a system grew out of necessity. The Chicago National Bank’s assets 
had become impaired through speculative and unwise banking methods. 
John R. Walsh, who directed the course of the National Bank, also controlled 
the Home Savings Bank and the Equitable Trust Company—two state insti- 
tutions, one a savings institution and the other a trust company. An examina- 
tion of the state and the national banks on the same day revealed the true 
condition. The result startled the Clearing House Committee which was 
notified that suspension was imminent. 


An independent examiner was sent into the three banks by the Clearing 
House Committee to ascertain the facts and to supplement the state and fed- 
eral inspection. The Clearing House banks were then put in possession of the 
facts and were able to take over certain of the assets and assume the obliga- 
tions to the depositors of the Walsh institutions. Every depositor was paid in 
full on demand and no disturbances were experienced at any bank in the city. 
The liquidation of the deposit accounts of the Walsh banks went on orderly. 


Wider ‘Scope Seen For Clearing House 


So satisfactory was the plan, that the expert used by the clearing house 
on this occasion, was regularly employed and a rule adopted that all banks 
members of the association and those clearing through members must submit 
to examination by the clearing house examiner whenever he presents himself. 


In this way the examiner is enabled to keep in possession of the exact con- 
dition of each bank 


The development of the clearing house has been rapid and its future ex- 
pansion is likely to be far greater. In the recent developments in Chicago, 
involving the heavy loss by individual banks on commercial paper, a sug- 
gestion has been made that the clearing house be utilized for the employ- 
ment of an expert credit man, whose business it is to keep accurate informa- 
tion regarding the expansion of credit at the various banks by those seeking 
loans on commercial paper. There is now a better practice of co-operation 
between banks on matter of this kind, but individual banks are not desirous 
of having information, as to the amount of individual paper of different 
patrons carried, imparted to a rival bank. 


Clearing House Credit Bureau a Possibility 


Through the clearing house the information could be collected and tabu- 
lated, and the total amount of the loans at the banks and the extensions 
through brokers, could be made available to all the banks. This would not 
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disclose individual banking secrets and would protect the institutions extend- 
ing or contemplating extending credit on this class of paper. This of course 
could be developed and a regular credit department, collecting data, regard. 
ing all large borrowers, maintained. So far the matter has not passed the 
stage of preliminary discussion. 


INSURANCE AND BUSINESS DEVELOPMENT

When.the revision of the tariff has been disposed of natural business con- 
ditions will again prevail. We are on the threshold of a period of great pros- 
perity and the next few years will see the acceleration of business in all lines 
to a very marked degree. When that time comes the West will find that very 
large amounts of insurance money have been absorbed by the East. When 
the necessity for funds for development purposes becomes acute the move- 
ment now under way to organize and maintain Western insurance corpora- 
tions for the investment of Western funds in Western enterprises will receive 
a great impetus. 

The formation of companies with National scope, with headquarters in 
Chicago and other Western cities is not only very desirable but necessary. If 
the territory from the Alleghenies to the Rockies and from the Great Lakes 
to New Orleans is to be developed as rapidly as its possibilities justify, those 
familiar with the conditions of population estimate that the next census will 
show fifty millions of the ninety millions of people of the United States living 
in the heart of America, between the two great mountain ranges and between 
the Gulf and the Lakes. These people are today producing more surplus 
wealth than any other people in the world, per capita. 


Banks Transient Holders of Surplus Funds 


Banks and trust companies are but transient holders of these great sur- 
plus funds and it requires some permanent investing companies, such as fire, 
life and casualty to marshall together in permanent form the surplus earm- 
ings of this great empire. Dam up the dollars so that we may keep them in 
the West permanently and the development of the railroads, interurban lines, 


manufacturing, mining and milling industries of the Middle West will be 
permanent and sustained. 


Chicago Association of Commerce’s Position 


It is interesting, in this connection, to note the report of the Chicago As- 
sociation of Commerce. Colonel E. 8. Conway, Chairman of the Civie Indus- 
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trial Division, Ways and Means and Executive Committees, one of the prom- 
jinent citizens and business men in Chicago, read the report, which is as 
follows: : 

‘‘Tn response to the request of the Ways and Means Committee, I have the 
following report to submit relative to the subject of the lack of adequate in- 
surance facilities in Chicago which formed the topic under discussion at the 
meeting of the committee held on the 11th day of November last. 


Chicago Alone Pays 400 Millions in Premiums 


‘*You will remember that the great deficiency existing in this city of in- 
surance companies of various kinds, capable of meeting the demands of the 
business interests of Chicago, was commented upon at considerable length 
and facts were brought out that created some surprise. It was shown that 
Chicago, and the region immediately tributary to it, expended annually some- 
thing like $400,000,000 in insurance premiums, of which less than one per 
cent was retained at home, the remainder being sent to cities foreign and 
domestic. i. 

“The result of this negligence, in not assuming our risks of various kinds 
and reaping the profits resultant from that lucrative business, is that other 
commercial centers, which we permit to do that business for us, have more 
than three-fourths of the insurance money of the country on deposit in the 
banks east of the Alleghenies, with less than one per cent remaining in 
Chicago. 


Value of Insurance Companies as Investors 


‘‘While it is clear that this association, as an organization, cannot act in 
this matter, I am fully convinced that Chicago will never become the financial 
center its population and commercial supremacy entitles her to be, until we 
have established institutions of the highest character, which will attract to 
her the money that now goes through such channels to foreign countries, and 
to that portion of our own country that lies east of the Alleghenies. We have 
no great investing institutions that compare at all favorably with those of 
neighboring cities of one-quarter of our own population, or one-tenth of our 
wealth. We need and must have, secondary and popular money reserves 
from which loans can be made on long time at fair rates of interest to the 
people, and these we would have if Chicago retained her insurance premiums 
at home. 

“It is manifestly absurd when we of the middle west desire to take out 
fire, life or casualty insurance to find it obligatory to transmit the premiums 
therefor to some foreign or domestic financial center because we are unable 
to transact that business within our own borders. 


Premiums Go East for Investment 


“More than $400,000,000 is expended in this manner annually by the west, 
while only about one per cent remains at home, when we should have at least 
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one-half of it on deposit here to meet the requirements not only of our people, 
but of our banks, thus creating a fund that can be legitimately used for long 
time loans for development purposes. 

“‘Chicago is the second American city in population, and probably the 
first in the volume of its trade and domestic commerce, and no good or valid 
reason can be offered why we should not do a very large proportion of our 
insuring as well as that of the entire area tributary to us. I believe our city 
can never become an investing center commensurate with its importance until 
this vast insurance reserve is retained by our local institutions. 

**T commend this subject, not merely to the attention, but also to the ae- 
tivity of the business men of Chicago, and especially to those of our associa- 
tion whom I believe have the best interests of our city at heart.”’ 


THE CITIZEN’S DUTY TO DEPOSIT FUNDS IN BANK

The use of the bank for safety and convenience is a duty one owes to one’s 
self. How often do we read of the money lost through fire and by burglar! 
Not a day but somewhere in the country a paper records the fact that thieves 
break in and steal, and that houses burn. The strange thing is that a single 
person of intelligence will carry or conceal large amounts of money. In duty 
to one’s self one ought to take advantage of the receptacle the bank in every 
community provides. 

There is another duty which the alert citizen will not be slow to acknowl- 
edge. This is aiding commerce by aiding the bank. Here is an institution of 
which any well to do community is proud. Why should one not patronize it 
since the favor extended by the bank of the safe keeping of money and its 
payment on demand is free? Take any small community and is it not glad 
when a bank is established? Then is it not first a duty of the citizen who 
wishes the public welfare that he should carry his unused balance of money 
and place it in the institution on deposit? 


Duty of the Citizen to the Bank 


This is the first step, merely aiding the bank in doing the business for 
which it was organized. But the duty has a larger scope. To aid the bank to 
aid commerce, is to make for the general prosperity of that particular com- 
munity, aye even to add a mite to the wonder-working commerce of the world. 
Is this not a duty of the individual and citizen? How then can a man keep 
his money hid under the barn or in an unused stove? These unused balances, 
as every banker knows, make a pool out of which credit issues and this credit 
not only promotes labor but it promotes the good of the town in a business 
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way. And all men get the benefit of trade and enterprise no matter whether 
directly engaged or not. To this end then does the man reach who deposits 
his savings with the bank. 

The man who deposits goes a step farther. Over and above this commerce 
that is created out of credit, and the zeal and energy, the genius, of man, 
there rises the culture of a free people who have surrounded themselves with 
comforts. with arts and sciences, and who have had leisure to look up to the 
heights and become refined. To this end does the depositor go when he vol- 
untarily conforms to the common business custom of depositing his unused 
balances of money and credit at the neighboring bank. It is duty to himself, 
it is a duty to his fellow. 


Money and Credit Like Steam to Turbine 


We may ponder this truth a moment. Money and credit to the bank are 
like steam to the turbine wheel. They pour in a constant stream through the 
bank and they actually turn the wheels of trade. Just as soon as a bank is 
started in a community the mercantile business of that place has a friend. 
The miller can get money with which to buy*grain until he can grind or 
ship it out. The farmer can get money to feed or to plant. The individual 
with the proper collateral or the proper personal security can get money to 
seize the opportunity or to meet an emergency. Out of all these helps there 
springs up a small local and domestic trade. The laborer can get a day’s 
work. He ean get his pay at once. There is a spirit of enterprise grows in 
the community. New matters of business are engaged in. Soon there are 
men attracted by the obvious push of the place. The little unused balances 
which have gone into the bank have been fruitful many fold. 

There is another collateral effect that is worth considering. The children 
are coming on. They are watching their parents and superiors. In the town 
with a bank they become familiar with its being. They learn the saving 
habit. Saving begets thrift. Thrift brings power. Power brings independ- 
ence. The boy who starts life with a bank account has a better chance than 
the one who has none. Here, in the mere absorption of the idea the bank has 
had a marked influence on the rising generation. Is it not the duty of all to 
aid in this? 


Bank a Boon to a Community 


Again, if the bank really aids the community in this way is it not the duty 
of every man to sustain it to the extent of his ability? Where is there an- 
other public institution that so appeals to the good of the community, that so 
fosters enterprise, that so stands in the limelight of every movement that en- 
gages the attention of the people and is an impartial aid to all? The bank 
therefore is a public institution in that it works for all without pay and aids 
all that is worthy by the mere operation of its daily business. Is it not the 
duty of the individual to lend his aid to such an institution as an institution? 
The public good is enhanced. Who is there can afford not to further the pub- 
lie good? The bank, mark you, never issues the strength of its credits until 
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there is good foundation. It is the antonym of the promoting corporation, 
It waits until it is sure, then goes ahead. If a man think, he must acknowl. 
edge that he ought to use the bank. 

And here let us remark that it is not only a duty to use the bank, but to 
deposit all the unused balances, and write checks as much as possible, because 
this very system aids the bank in expanding its influence and at the same 
time makes for the betterment of the individual so using it. Never be afraid 
to deposit all, and never be afraid to write checks. 


Small Banks an Essential Factor 


None of us can do much in the great endeavor of the world. There area 
few leading spirits in finance as in every other walk. But for the most part 
men are hewers of wood and drawers of water. The small banker in a remote 
community it is true touches the hem of the great system. But he only forms 
a factor in the whole. So with the man who sells goods or who practices his 
profession. His efforts weigh like thistle-down in the whole. Yet he is, in 
his sphere, indispensable. And so the thought comes to the contemplative 
citizen that in all the good things he does he is merely adding his mite to that 
great onward movement that helps mankind. Such a thing, then, as deposit- 
ing the unused balances of money that one has at a good bank is a trifle light 
as air, and yet a distinct duty, since it is giving the mite of power to that 
which multiplying within itself becomes the credit that moves the world of 
men through the world of trade to the world of eulture. 


Bank is Education to All Citizens 


The peculiar nature of the bank makes it educative to every man who 
comes in contact with it. How many are the items of information one gathers 
by contact with the bank? It is not that the banker knows more than his 
brother business man. It is merely because all roads with their cargoes of 
knowledge leads to the bank. He gets the exchange. He may be as far from 
the ability to manage the business of one of his depositors as he is from flying, 
and yet he may be able to give that customer, and no doubt does give him at 
some time, a bit of current business information based on custom and right 
that he has never learned and can never learn anywhere else. Yes, there are 
many, many depositors at the bank whe know more of a distinctive business 
than the banker, their work is more intensive, more direct. All bankers know 
this. Yet association with the banker is helpful. 


Good Citizen Will Never Hoard Money 


A duty like this we have been writing about is not always recognized. 
And it is yet an insistent one. The man who tries to fill all the requirements 
of the social and civie life around him, will never try to hoard his money. He 
will never try to minimize the power and usefulness of the bank. He will, if 
he be thoughtful, strive to make himself useful to so public an institution, 
and aid others in taking advantage of its service.. There is no higher duty, no 
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greater business pleasure than that of introducing a good citizen, though a 
new man in the community, to a good bank. It is the bringing together of 
two forces that are made for each other, and that never act that they do not 
benefit each other mutually. 

If it were nothing more than the mere educative feature of coming in 
contact with banking customs, and thus with leading ideas in the business 
world, it would be worth the trouble to become a depositor. But in addition 
to this the bank becomes the bookeeper of the custorher and aids him in many 
other well known ways. To appreciate this, to make others appreciative, is a 
duty, and should be one of the happy privileges of a business life. Few think 
of these things. Yet they are important, since it is by mutual good will and 
regard that all business is carried on. 


Value of Trade and Commerce 


Trade and commerce have but one end. They redound to the good of all 
since it is by the interdependence of effort that we all live and attain to com- 
fort and prosperity. He who studies his part in the round of exchange, he 
who thinks of the amenities of the business life, will find that he grows accus- 
tomed to the benefits of the bank, and comes to lean upon them. For this rea- 
son he is anxious that all men shall meet the banker and shall join the forces 
that through patronage make the efficiency of the bank. He is never envious 
of the bank’s position. 


Community Judged by Bank Deposits 


There is another reason why a community as a whole should patronize its 
banks and this is because the community is judged by its bank deposits. Let 
aman contemplate making a new home. He finds the locality that suits him, 
we will say, in point of climate. Then he begins to look around at the busi- 
ness of the locality. One of the first things he looks at is the volume of the 
bank deposits or the volume of the clearings. Why? Because they are a 
direct index to the wealth and commerce of the community. Not only is the 
bank self-edueative to the depositor, not only does it make him a thrifty citi- 
zen, but it attracts like a magnet other men of property who naturally want 
to settle where there is wealth and business. : 

The financial strength of a community then is shown in its bank deposits 
and these are made up like a bundle of fagots by the contributions of indi- 
viduals. He who adds to this adds to that light which shines for all the com- 
munity and leads men to make homes within it. 


Brings Good Will and Payment of Debts 


One immediate benefit of depositing with the bank may still be mentioned, 
it is the mutual goodwill which arises through the payment of debts by means 
of checks. He who has a bank account can immediately convert the credits 
he has himself thus received, into a form of payment by check that will settle 
his own indebtedness although no money shall pass. Here is a means of the 
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rapid cancellation of indebtedness in any community which makes for gen- 
eral goodwill. For when all men ean collect what is due them and pay what 
they owe, business runs smoothly and every man comes into his own. In such 
a community it is a pleasure to live and do business. And deposits, or ae- 
counts at the bank, make this very condition, and thus not only add energy 
to trade, but goodwill to man. 


THE PAST YEAR IN FRENCH FINANCE AND COMMERCE 


Resources of That Country with Comparative Exhibits of the Credits 
of Other European Nations 
, [By Cope Whitehouse, for the Wall Street Journal] 


It is often regarded as a simple matter of determining the prosperity of a 
country or period to take the statistics of its external commerce, yet sucha 
process is utterly fallacious. It cannot be questioned that, whatever benefits 
may have been, or may yet be, obtained by Japan, that country and millions 
of its inhabitants were better off fifty years ago, than today. The internal, 
as well as the external commerce of India, has caused the ruin of village in- 
dustries aggregating an enormous loss, and contribute to the ravages of pes- 
tilence and famine. The marked reduction in commercial movements, during 
1908, all over the world, has a deeper significance than is shown by the mere 
percentage. The shrinkage in each country is distributed over a very large 
area before it is fully absorbed; and the discouragement of enterprise, with 
the continued employment of capital in a bare struggle for existence and sur- 
vivorship, affect the means of recuperation when the tide turns. With his 
customary lucidity of statement and well selected array of facts and figures, 
M. Edmond Thery summarizes the economic and financial condition of the 
past vear in France, and, to some extent, elsewhere. The commerce of Eng- 
land, for the first eleven months of 1908, was less, by nearly $565,000,000, 
than in 1907; or about 10.5 per cent. Exports showed a loss of $297,200,000, 
and imports $267,400,000. For France, during the same period, there was a 
total reduction of $84,400,000, or 3.9 per cent.; of which $63,800,000 was in 
exports, and $20,600,000 in imports. The German statistics at hand are for 
the first six months of 1908, with a somewhat smaller percentage of 2.9, and 
a total of $55,000,000. This will be substantially increased during the latter 
half of the year. 


Increase of Available Capital 


On the other hand, the stagnation in business has resulted in a large grad- 
ual increase in available capital, accumulated gold in banks, as well as credits, 
and by a marked rise in important national securities. The London corre- 
spondent of the Economiste Francais points out that if 1907 was a very un- 
fortunate year, from a commercial and industrial point of view, it must be 
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conceded that it was not so from the point of view of the capitalist and in- 
vestor. In fact, during 1908, securities quoted on the stock exchange recov- 
ered a considerable portion of the losses of the preceding year. The price of 
387 classes of securities, according to the Bankers’ Magazine (London) ad- 
vaneed 3.9 per cent. All the groups, except seven, participated in the rise. 
The same thing took place in France. The par value of Rentes outstanding 
is $5,313.000,000, and the enhanced value, between December 31, 1907, and 
December 31, 1908, was $79,600,000. The shares of eleven French railways, 
with a par value of $284,200,000, increased by $15,000,000, while the bonds of 
forty-three railways, par value $3,653,600,000, gained $106,800,000. The 
bonds of thirty-three French industrials capitalized at $163,800,000, but 
which were selling at 260, gained $1,000,000; while the bonds, $151,600,000, 
also gained ($1,600,000), although they averaged only a little above 91. 


Rise in French Securities 


Thus one hundred and sixty classes of French securities, with a par value 
of $11,473,200,000, representing 84 per cent. of all French securities, gainea 
$248,600,000, or 2.17 per cent. But of this total the bonds of the railways, 
with a government guaranty, and Rentes account for all but $63,600,000. 
Therefore this does not seem to show anything more than a stagnation of cap- 
ital taking refuge in government securities. The shares of the thirteen prin- 
cipal trust companies, (institutions de eredit), advanced by $18,400,000. 
Their shares, with a par value of $260,800,000, already averaged 202. The 
rise Was more pronounced in the last six months, and M. Thery attributes to 
the events in the Near East the fact that it was not greater. In the twelve 
years 1897-1908, both inclusive, the par value of the selected securities was 
increased by 687 millions; or, from $10,786,000,000 to $11,473,000,000. The an- 
nual differences show that the heaviest losses ($420,000,000) were sustained 
in 1906, and the greatest gain was in 1908. But the percentage of 1906 was 
so low that the total of the last four years shows a loss of $34,000,000. 


Comparison of European Bonds 


From a comparison of the quotations of the bonds of the principal Euro- 
pean governments it results that the greatest improvement, 4.25 per cent., 
was in the Russian 3 per cent. gold loan of 1891; while the external Spanish 
4 per cent. rose 4.05 per cent., and Prussian Consols 3.20 per cent. Portugal 
naturally made the worst showing, with a depreciation of 4.65 per cent. There 
was a gain of between 1 and 2 per cent. in French Rentes, and between 2 and 
3 per cent. in the government securities of Norway (2.65), and Roumania 
2.25. Belgian 3 per cent. lost 1.30, Bulgarian 5 per cent. 1.75, Denmark 3 per 
cent. 0.65, Holland 3 per cent. 0.65, Hungarian gold 4 per cent. 0.35, Servian 
4 per cent. 2.17; Swiss 3 per cent. 2.75, and Turkish unified 4 per cent, 0.07. 
The most interesting feature, perhaps, in the tabulated statement of M. Ed- 
mond Thery is that of the return to investors. Bulgaria’s credit is 5.10 per 
cent., and Servia’s*5.02 per cent. All other European nations can borrow at 
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less than 5 per cent., but M. 'Thery does not take into consideration the pre- 
mium on the price of issue, or payment by drawings, or final redemption. 


Countries Showing Low Returns 


The lowest return, of course, is that of British Consols, at 2.96 per cent., 
and the next lowest is that for the Belgian 3 per cent., 3.05, with French 
Rentes at 3.10. Other countries whose credit is better than 4 per cent. are 
Holland, 3.26 per cent., Switzerland 3.31, Denmark 3.41, Norway 3.48, Prus- 
sia (3 per cent. Consols) 3.52, Sweden 3.54, Italy 3.61. Above 4 per cent. are 
Austria and Spain, 4.11 per cent, Greece and Russia 4.16, Hungary 4.20, Tur- 
key 4.29, Roumania 4.50 and Portugal 4.97. In the 5 per cent class there are 
only two, Servia 5.02, and Bulgaria 5.10. Among extra-European countries, 
Egypt alone has its unified 4 per cents. at 103.50, yielding less than 4 per cent. 
(3.87). Haiti stands at the other extreme, with its 5 per cent. loan of 1875 
yielding 6.66 per cent. interest. The credit of five other countries is: Argen- 
tina 4.23 per eent, Japan 4.76, Brazil 4.87, China 4.92, and Mexico 5.12. 


The American Crisis Considered 


It is not clear why the American crisis of 1907 should be treated as a para- 
mount cause in the European liquidation. The trouble began in 1906, and 
showed itself plainly in October of that year, with the spasmodic rise in the 
rate of discount of the Bank of England, directly due to its failure to provide 
gold to handle the Egyptian cotton crop, and the utterly senseless specula- 
tions in the shares of land companies, based upon official reports of a pros- 
perity which had no existence, and a reserve which had been largely depleted. 
The heavy losses sustained in De Beers were no doubt due to a cessation of 
the purchases of diamonds by Americans; but the London and Paris markets 
were responsible for the overeapitalization, the absence of a sufficient reserve, 
and the exaggerated price of the shares. M. Edmond Thery furnishes a table 
of the ‘‘enormous proportions’’ which the diminution in commercial loans 
and discounts have assumed, which, associated with the greater demand for 
governments, is far from reassuring. 


Increase of Gold Holdings 


The increase in the gold holdings of all the European banks of issue, in 
1908, was $331,800,000; and the reduction in commercial loans and discounts 
was $350,600,000. Yet there was an increase—in silver of $59,800,000, and in 
note issues of $39,200,000. Deposits fell off $23,400,000, and advances against 
collaterals $30,200,000. Thus the loans and discounts of 1908 were nearly 
$10,000,000 less than the specie increase. But M. Thery, by confining his in 
quiry to the banks of issue, throws no light on the advances against collater- 
als by the great trust companies and joint stock banks of England. The 
washed loans and deposits in the Bank of England, which strengthen the mar- 
ket by a better showing in the ratio of reserve, suggest mutual accommoda- 
tion in ‘‘eash in bank, with other bankers, on call, and at short notice.”’ It 
would be very interesting to know how much gold is held by the five great 
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credit institutions of France. This would be of great service, if the result of 
the inquiry were satisfactory, in restoring that prosperity which Mr. Thery 
predicts for the latter half of 1909. 


TRANSIT DEPARTMENT OF A RESERVE CITY BANK 
By EDW. F. SCHOENECK 
Corn Exchange National Bank, Chicago 


Did vou ever stop to think what it means to handle the enormous amount 
of out of town items that are deposited daily with the Chicago banks. Some 
transit departments handle both incoming and outgoing mail and from the 
time the first batch of letters are received in the morning until the last have 
left the office at the close of business each day, it is one continual movement 
of one of the busiest departments of a bank, particularly so in the larger ones. 

When you realize the vast amount of territory over which the items are 
scattered and the many different arrangements you must have to take care 
of the same, to see that you have collected them in the best way possible, and 
know that you have received returns, it is wonderful and best appreciated by 
those who understand that part of the bank, and who realize what it means 
to have the business safely handled. When you consider that in the regular 
course of business, you receive all kinds of items payable anywhere, as far 
west as the Pacifie Coast and to the Atlantic, from the Gulf of Mexico and up 
through the Canadian country, and handle all this in the quickest and best 
way, it certainly does mean much to the banks that handle a large amount of 
business yearly, when they analyze the same and find that it has been carried 
through without loss. From my experience in handling these transit items, I 
have observed that there are many opportunities for negligence if you don’t 
select good banks when routing your items, and it therefore seems to me, 
that this should be given first consideration and the question of how cheaply 
you can collect the items, second consideration, for I believe that if you want 
good banks to handle your business, you must pay for good service. 

Many interesting things come up daily in connection with this work, and 
to earry the business along from day to day, and not have any complaints 
from your customers, would of course, mean a well regulated department 
with a good system to handle the business. It is a department where the 
clerks must be careful, and it means a great deal of trouble sometimes to edu- 
cate these clerks so as not to have any mistakes. You have to handle your 
country friends somewhat different from the city customers, and where you 
happen to have two or more banks in a certain town, you must be on the look- 
out constantly, to keep them all satisfied. I have often heard the remark, 
that the transit department is one of the hardest worked departments in the 
big banks, but I have found the work very interesting, and I am sure those 
who have ‘‘graduated’’ from this department, can look back and say that the 
experience has proven of benefit to them. 
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THE FINANCIAL SITUATION 


Business conditions, generally speaking, 
reflect improvement, especially in 
the iron and steel trades, which after all are 
fairly good barometers. The money situa- 
tion is favorable to the uplift in business. 
A feeling of optimism prevails throughout 
the industrial and financial world and about 
the only element of uncertainty is the crop 
outlook. Even this looks better than it did 
a few weeks ago and while the wheat crop 
is not so favorable the corn crop outlook 
promises to make up any deficiency. Cop- 
per metal shows signs of a stronger posi- 
tion in spite of the great production. The 
coal trade, relieved as it has been of the 
labor controversy and the long overhanging 
commodities suit, is in excellent shape. Bank 
clearings outside of New York show a gain 
of about 15.3 per cent over 1908 and are 
13.6 per cent larger than in 1906, while rail- 
road earnings, though still under the 1907 
records, are nearly 17 per cent better than 
last year. Most of the leading cities report, 
in varying degree, some expansion of trade 
activities. Imports continue heavy, and the 
total foreign commerce, in and out, at New 
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York was greater than in 1908, but some- 
what less than in 1907.

At least one disturbing factor of the mar- 
ket situation has been removed by the de- 
cision of the United States Supreme Court, 
and that is the declaration of the validity 
of the commodity clause of the Hepburn 
law. 

But closer inspection of the decision clear- 
ly demonstrated that the government’s vie- 
tory was in a measure a barren one, that it 
was an instance where the federal admin- 
istration got the shell and the railroads the 
meat of the cocoanut. While prohibiting 
direct ownership and operation of the com- 
modity at the time of its transportation, 
the decision permits of this ownership 
through stock holdings in the operating and 
owning company.

There remains now in the financial situa- 
tion the tariff and the Union Pacific’s suit, 
the latter pending in the federal courts. Of 
these two factors the tariff, of course, over- 
shadows. Industrially, there is little of a 
disturbing nature, excepting the feeling of 
hesitancy caused by the tariff agitation and 
delay caused in the revision. The pending 
tariff measure at Washington is considered 
by the West as exceedingly unsatisfactory, 
but there is also a large element in this 
section, however, who wants the matter set: 
tled so that business can adjust itself to 
the new basis. Doubtless Senator Aldrich 
is relying on the strength of this element 
to establish his position and carry through 
the measure as he has framed it. But there 
is another factor in the situation which is 


causing Wall street and its speculative fol- 
lowing, as well as the business world, con- 


siderable concern. That factor is President 
Taft, who, in his inaugural speech, declared 
flatly for a revision of the tariff that is @ 
revision. Will the President accept the Ald- 
rich bill as it comes from the Senate, even 
though the House concur, or will he veto 
the measure in the hope of forcing a re- 
vision more to his liking and ideas of the 
business world’s requirements? The situa- 
tion is perplexing for the reason that the 

















veto of the President would delay a settle- 
ment of this question, and hence, it is be- 
lieved, would retard the business revival. 
It is natural, therefore, that the business 
world as well as the speculative markets 
are watching developments at Washington 
very closely. 

With the tariff out of the way, the busi- 
ness situation looks promising. The great 
steel interests to have reached the 
low level in the price war, and under the 
impetus given by increased orders, both the 
Steel corporation and the independents are 
gradually working upward in their price 
scale. Railroad returns and bank clearings 
indicate a better industrial situation. Struc- 
tural steel orders reflect increased activity 
in building and railroad construction. Some 
large steel rail orders, such as were placed 
by the St. Paul for its Pacific coast exten- 
sion, tell the story of railroad construction.

There is one factor in the situation that 
supports a theory of higher stock market 
prices, and that is the needs of the rail- 
roads for money. A large volume of financ- 
ing must be cared for before the end of 
1910. Very large loans are now being ar- 
ranged, bankers understand, by the govern- 
ment, by New York City, Pennsylvania 
Railroad, the Vanderbilts, the Erie, Mis- 
souri Pacific,. Wisconsin Central, Chicago 
Great Western and several railroads now in 
process of reorganization. The present state 
of investment sentiment will oblige under- 
writers to offer fairly generous yields, as 
there is little demand for securities paying 
less than 4 per cent. 


It is generally conceded that once a busi- 
ness revival is under full headway the cost 
of money will increase “very materially. 
With higher interest rates it will necessar- 
ily be more difficult for the railroads to 
carry their refunding and financing opera- 
tions on anything like such terms as there 
can be arranged now. Is it not likely, then, 
that the railroads would bend every effort 
to arrange for these refunding and financing 
operations at the present time, when money 
is a drug and the demands upon it for 
manufacturing and commercial purposes are 
at a minimum? With such financing con- 
templated it would be natural that higher 
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values in the security market would be en- 
couraged not only by the speculative ele- 
ment, but also by railroads themselves, 
which would find it much easier to place 
their securities under such conditions.

Improvement in the Treasury fiscal con- 
ditions, as shown by the record of a deficit 
for ten months of the year ending with 
April, of $92,403,527, instead of 114 mil- 
lions, as estimated in December, has en- 
couraged Treasury officials who are con- 
sidering m@asures for such relief to the de- 
partment as will be more or less perma- 
nent or, at least, prevent material encroach- 
ment upon the available cash. Expenditures 
are decreasing, while revenues are being 
slowly augmented; the latter is claimed to 
be due to an improvement in business con- 
ditions, while the former is said to be the 
result of anticipated payments on appro- 
priations. Among the devices for Treasury 
relief one is an issue of Panama bonds to 
reimburse the general fund for advances. 
It is a question, though, whether such bonds 
could be sold at par; therefore, it is pro- 
posed to emit bonds paying a higher rate 
of interest having a short maturity, which 
would, it is thought, be acceptable to inves- 
tors and also to National banks as pledge 
for circulation. : 

Resumption of gold exports, this time di- 
rect to Europe, was rather encouraged by 
bankers on this side, who are rather glad to 
see the gold go, since they expect to obtain 
a higher rate for money as the result of 
the movement. 

After a series of weekly increases Satur- 
day’s New York bank statement shows a 
substantial loan reduction, along with an 
increase in cash sufficient to bring about 
a substantial addition to the average sur- 
plus. Private international banking houses 
are now borrowing freely in London, this 
tending to prevent exhaustion of the bank 
surplus in New York. Relief also is com- 
ing from the interior on a generous scale. 
Gold exports in considerable volume are as- 
sured, yet these will not necessarily have ap- 
preciable effect upon interest charges. Sev- 
eral huge loans are pending, but they may 
not be issued immediately, although num- 
bers of smaller applications will unquestion- 
ably come regularly to hand. 
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BANK CLEARINGS ON UPGRADE 


Bank exchanges are decidedly on the up- 
grade. The monthly compilation for April 
shows that the exchange of checks through 
the principal clearing houses of the coun- 
try aggregated $13,560,566,971, a gain of 
39.9 per cent over April, 1908, when the 
total was of rather small proportions. Some 
may say that this ratio of change is only 
negatively good, in that comparison is made 
with a light volume a year ago, but a closer 
study establishes the fact that the total 
recorded for April the current fear is the 
largest ever registered in a similar month. 
It exceeds that of March this year by 8.4 
per cent; it excels that of April, 1908, by 
39.9 per cent; it eclipses the figures scored 
in April, 1907, by 8 per cent; it overtops 
those of April, 1906, by 5.8 per cent; out- 
strips April, 1905, by 7 per cent, and runs 
above the same month in 1904 to the ex- 
tent of 64 per cent. Viewing the data from 
another angle, we find that the April total 
fell 2.7 per cent below that set up in Jan- 
uary this year, when annual disbursements 
swelled the figures; that it is 5 per’ cent 
under the large total recorded in December, 
1908, and that it is fully 16 per cent below 
the record attained in January, 1906, when 
the total aggregated $16,245,000,000. In 
order to complete the study we might say 
that the figures for April reflect an increase 
of 45 per cent over those of December, 1907, 
the low point of the depression. 

The total at New York for April amount- 
ed to $8,614,728,677, 15 per cent over March 
last, 56.9 per eent in excess of April, 1908, 
12 per cent above April, 1907, and nearly 
1 per cent over the total recorded in April, 
1906, when stock market movements were 
very heavy. However, the sum just quoted 
falls below that of January this year to 
the extent of 3 per cent; it is 7 per cent 
under the figures of December, 1908, and 
20 per cent below the record total, that es- 
tablished in January, 1906. As partly ex- 
plaining the trend of affairs at the metrop- 
olis, we should state that sales of stocks in 
April increased 39 per cent over March, 
and 71 per cent over April, 1908. At 102 
cities outside of New York the total for 
April aggregated $4,945,838,114, which 
means a decrease of 1.5 per cent from March, 
but a gain of 17.8 per cent over April, 1908, 
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of 1 per cent over the like month in 1907, 
and of 15 per cent over April, 1906. 

For the four months of the current calen- 
dar year the total at all cities aggregated 
$51,153,995,169, a gain of 30 per cent over 
the corresponding time in 1908. The total 
at New York for the period just mentioned 
is $31,873,571,816, 40.8 per cent in excess 
of the like time last year. Outside of New 
York the total for the elapsed four months 
of the current calendar year is $19,280,423,- 
353, 15.4 per cent above the 
months in 1908.

It will be observed that the Middle States 
group shows the largest ratio of gain, 52 per 
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cent, and that the New England division 
follows with an increase of 29.3 per cent, 
while the Southwestern section shows an 
advance of 21.7 per cent. The Southern 
group displays an increase of 19.6 per cent, 
and the Far Western furnishes one of 19.4 
per cent. The Northwestern group ad- 
vanced 12.2 per cent, and the Western in- 
creased 11.8 per cent. 


BANKS AND THE WALSH ASSETS 


The coal properties of John R. Walsh, 
formerly president of the defunct Chicago 
National Bank, which were bought in last 
week for $2,500,000, will be operated by a 
company organized by the associated banks 
of Chicago, under the laws of Indiana. The 
banks will hold the securities of the new 
corporation except those that go to the 
other security holders in the old Walsh com- 
panies who have joined with the banks. 
James B. Forgan, president of the First 
National Bank, and chairman of the Chi- 
cago Clearing House committee, makes the 
following statement concerning a_ story 
about the possible loss to the local banks 
of the three Walsh financial institutions 
which were closed in December, 1905: 


“An inaccurate statement having been 
published in one of the morning papers 
based on information given by an official of 
one of the banks who requests that his 
name be not made public, it seems desirable 
that a statement of the facts in the case 
should be made. This anonymous banker 
‘estimates an aggregate amount of $9,000,- 
000 of the Walsh indebtedness has been set 
down to loss by the forty banks participat- 
ing in it.’ The absurdity of this statement 
will be seen when the total amount of the 
participation in the ‘Walsh indebtedness’ of 
the forty banks referred to is given. 

“The total amount of their participation 
in series ‘A’ is $7,094,741, and in series ‘B’ 
$3,144,960, total participation, $10,239,701. 

“It is a fact that all the banks interested, 
as a matter of prudence and good banking, 
have charged off at least 25 per cent of the 
face amount of their individual interests 
and some of them have charged off more. 
The estimated loss at 25 per cent of the 
face would amount to $2,559,925, which, in- 
stead of $9,000,000, as stated by the anony- 
mous authority, would be the ‘aggregate 
amount of the Walsh indebtedness which 
has been set down to loss by the forty 
banks participating in it.’ 

“The ‘aggregate amount of the banks’ 
participation’ as it now stands on their 
books is therefore less than $7,500,000, 
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against which there is held as collateral for 
series ‘A’ securities of the face value of 
$13,973,742, and for series ‘B’ the coal prop- 
erties which have just been bought in for 
the banks at foreclosure sale for $2,500,000. 
Taking the most pessimistic view possible of 
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the value of these securities and properties 
there certainly cannot be much, if any, loss 
to the banks beyond what they have thus 
already provided for, and it is strongly 
hoped that sufficient will be realized on 
them to prevent further loss in the matter,” 


NEW SPIRIT ANIMATING RAILROAD MANAGEMENT 


{From Machinery News, April Issue] 


Efforts by railroad managers to convince 
the public that they are earnestly anxious 
to deserve public approval are increasingly 


in evidence. 


W. C. Brown, president of the New York 


Central Lines, said in a recent interview: 


“No one conversant with the facts will deny 
that there have been mistakes and wrong- 
doing on the part of the railroads and other 
large corporations, and the corporations, as 
well as all good citizens, are glad that 
checks to stop them have been devised. I do 
not question the right, the wisdom, or the 
necessity for the supervision and regula- 
tion of railroads by the nation or state that 
Under our form of govern- 
ment the people rule, and the terms ‘rule’ 


creates them. 


and ‘regulate’ are synonymous.” 


Mr. Brown, in recent addresses, has re- 
peatedly expressed his desire to establish 
and maintain such practice in the manage- 
ment of his lines as would remove causes of 
public hostility and bring about better re- 
lations between the railroad and the public. 


E. H. Harriman’s View 


E. H. Harriman, just before going into 
camp near San Antonio, Texas, some weeks 
“The railroads 
want to give the people the best possible 
service, for it is onl yby doing this that 
they can obtain an increase of traffic. Do 
not understand me as saying that the blame 
for this ill-feeling towards railroads should 
The 
railroads themselves are responsible for a 
share of it, but I believe that the public 
and railroads are getting closer together. 
The problems which brought about the dis- 
trustful feeling are being solved, and the 
railroads are trying to do their full part 
by the public, upon whom they must de- 
pend for business and even existence itself.

The laws upon the statute books in Texas 
which have worked undue hardships upon 
railroads should be wiped off and a new 
start made. I do not mean by this that 
I am opposed to the regulation of railroads 
by laws. I favor their regulation.” 

J. C. Stubbs, traffic director of the Har- 
riman Lines, in an address delivered in Oc- 
tober of last year took the position: “Our 
endeavors must be honest. I firmly believe 
that they must be co-operative. In using 
the term ‘co-operative’ I have in mind es- 
pecially the relations of the railroads to the 
general public, the essential interdepend- 
ence.” 


T, P. Shonts’ Attitude 


T. P. Shonts, president of the Inter- 
borough Metropolitan Railroad Company of 
New York, and also of the Chicago & Alton 
and the Clover Leaf Railroads, said in an 
interview published on March 7: “I think 
the welfare of the country and the welfare 
of the railroads demand the existence of 
commissions, that they should be clothed 
with powers sufficiently broad to enable 
them effectually to protect the public inter- 
ests.” Mr. Shonts, according to the inter- 
viewer, did not deny that wrongs, some of 
them grievous, have been committed by rail- 
road corporations. He said: “I am no 
mincer of words. There have been too many 
moral wrongs that were legal rights. Rail- 
roads must recognize the rights of the pub- 
lic to a far greater extent than they have 
heretofore, and I believe this fact now is 
generally appreciated. The railroad man- 
ager who fails to recognize it will not long 
survive.” 


B. F. Yoakum’s Position 
B. F. Yoakum, chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committees of the Rock Island-’Frisco 














Lines, in a recent address in St. Louis de- 
clared, referring to the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration: “Every fair-minded man must ad- 
mit that the underlying principles of the 
policies laid down by the present adminis- 
tration have been healthy and sound. While 
the treatment was heroic, we should not 
overlook the fact .that probably milder 
methods would not have accomplished what 
was necessary for the healthy reform of 
some of our business conditions. President 
Roosevelt should not be held reponsible for 
objectionable laws. On the contrary, he 
should be given due credit for what he has 
accomplished in the direction of regulation 
of railroads through the enforcement of laws 
heretofore allowed to go unenforced, and 
the enactment of new laws.” 


L. E. Johnson, of the Norfolk 


L. E. Johnson, president of the Norfolk 
& Western, addressing a Board of Trade 
last December, began his speech by stating 
that the purpose of his mingling on that 
occasion with the local people was that, “I 
may receive a broader and more comprehen- 
sive view of your need.” He conceded that 
“evils have crept into the management of 
railway properties,” and remarked that “the 
prevailing doctrine of government regula- 
tion is substantially approved of by the 
American people. All laws which have an 
intelligent purpose of preventing any kind 
of discrimination on the part of the rail- 
road companies are wholesome and should 
receive the support of every citizen, whether 
engaged in transportation business or not.” 


D. A. Tompkins’ Ideas 

W. W. Finley, president of the South- 
ern Railway, some moriths ago wrote let- 
ters to a number of influential business 
men in various parts of the South, asking 
them to throw their influence on the side 
of just and fair treatment for the railways. 
D. A. Tompkins, of Charlotte, N. C., re- 
plied at length, analyzing what he believed 
to be the chief reasons for public hostility 
and emphasizing, among other things, what 
he termed “inconsideration and discourte- 
sy.” Mr. Tompkins said: “Some of the 
worst offenders are the best men on the 
road, They should be taught the value of 
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courtesy as they are taught the principles 
of the air brake, or of steam. Very little 
care seems ever to have been exercised to 
teach railway people as a body the value 
and usefulness of courtesy and of patient 
courtesy. Take the trained nurse. One of 
the main factors in their teaching is pa- 
tience and pleasantness in the sickroom. 
These have learned this lesson well, and we 
expect patience and cheerfulness from a 
nurse, But in the case of the railway men, 
he is often inconsiderate and sometimes 
positively discourteous even to ladies. . 

If railway employes were as well trained 
in matters of consideration and courtesy 
toward the people they deal with as grad- 
uate nurses are trained to patience and 
pleasantness in the sickroom, we would cer- 
tainly find a great difference in the temper 
of the public toward the roads.”

W. W. Finley Makes Point 


President Finley, in his response to this 
letter, after adverting to the other points 
raised by Mr. Tompkins, said: “It is un- 
fortunately true that all railway employes 
are not uniformly courteous and consider- 
ate in their dealings with the public. The 
improvement of the service of this company 
in this respect is a matter of which I am 
giving a great deal of personal considera- 
tion, There are necessarily many cases of 
improper treatment of passengers and ship- 
pers that can never come to our attention, 
unless they are made the subject of com- 
plaint. I appreciate the fact that people 
are often deterred from making complaint 
by the fear that it might result in the dis- 
charge of the offending employee, but dis- 
charge in such a case would only be resort- 
ed to after all other methods had failed.” 


Charles S. Mellen’s Attitude 


Charles S. Mellen, president of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, in 
a public statement which the writer of this 
article has not by him, and which he there- 
fore will not attempt to quote literally, 
stated that although his company in that 
year (1908) was greatly interested in cer- 
tain legislation which had been made the 
subject of excited public controversy, he 
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would not maintain in Massachusetts any 
so-called lobby or seek to influence the 
members of the Legislature except through 
the open efforts of the officials of the com- 
pany and its regularly retained counsel; and 
it has never been disputed that in following 
out his general policy of seeking to deserve 
the good opinion of the people of Massachu- 
setts, Mr. Mellen preferred to be badly de- 
feated (as he was) in the matter of an im- 
portant project, rather than employ the 
lobby, or take any part in the nomination 
or election of members of the Legislature or 
other state officials, 

It might be added that one of the vice- 
presidents of the New Haven, T. E. Byrnes, 
located at Boston, has recently ceased to 
deal with public officials, even through reg- 
ularly retained counsel, but goes to them 
openly in person when he has business to 
discuss, while another vice-president of the 
same company, E. G. Buckland, has, within 
a few months opened an office in Washing- 
ton, with the name of the company painted 
on the door, and presents Mr. Mellen’s side 
of matters in which the company is inter- 
ested in the sight of all men. 


George A. Post on Reforms 

In the file of clippings from which the 
foregoing extracts are taken is an address 
delivered by George A. Post, president of 
the Standard Coupler Company, on the oc- 
casion of the formation of the Railway Bus- 
iness Association, an organization of manu- 
facturers of railway’ material, equipment 
and supplies and contractors in railway con- 
struction, of which Mr. Post was subse- 
quently elected president. As showing the 
realization by business men allied in inter- 
est to the railroads and closely in touch 
with them of the obligation on the part 
of the railroads to do their part in bringing 
about a betterment of conditions, some of 
the paragraphs in Mr. Post’s address are 
significant. Mr. Post said: “There have 
been in the past and are at present many 
things in the conduct of our railways that 
were not and are not right, and against 
which protest has been and may be rightly 
made. To deny this would be silly, and 
would render abortive at their inception 
any efforts that we might make in behalf 
of railways. 
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“It is admitted that some reforms are 
necessary and desirable in the conduct of 
the railways, to the end that discontent 
may be quieted. The thoroughly trained, 
capable and honest officials, whose energies 
and brains are concentrated upon the prob- 
lem of conducting the business of railways 
profitably to their owners and satisfactorily 
to their patrons, should be upheld and their 
work appreciated. They are, in fact, the 
overwhelming majority. Those railway offi- 
cials who vex the public by temperamental 
failings, who are brusque and inconsiderate 
in their intercourse with the public, must be 
brought to realize that they are in fact 
public servants and not monarchs. 

“Those who may be guilty of wicked 
practices in the administration of railway 
properties, should be scourged with the lash 
of universal scorn and driven from the rail- 
way field.” 


W. J. Harahan’s Suggestion 
W. J. Harahan, assistant to the presi- 
dent of the Erie, discussing a suggestion 
which had come to his attention, that every 
railroad might well maintain a “vice-presi- 
dent in charge of public relations,’ wrote: 


“There is a question whether or not the 
working organization should not be so con- 
stituted, and so trained, that it would per- 
form the diplomatic functions rather than 
some one not connected with the working 
organization. The working ‘organization, 
either in traffic or operation, or any other 
of the various departments, is in position 
to immediately accomplish those things that 
should be done to remedy improper condi- 
tions. It is true that each of these depart- 
ments have charge of only a branch of the 
service, yet I believe with a proper general 
organization that each department will feel 
that it is its bounden duty to at once com- 
municate to the others those things that 
they hear with reference to the other. de- 
partments which might give rise to criti- 
cism. 

“It is, however, true that there are cer- 
tain local territories requiring particular 
attention in a diplomatic way, and these 
situations would have to be handled of 
themselves by men especially adapted to 
fulfil the requirements of such a position. 
This latter, in fact, may be true of an en- 
tire system of a railway, in which event I 
think that the suggestion made to appoint 
some one high in authority whose duty it 
will be to give particular attention to this 
character of work is the one which would 
be best to adopt. My definition of the word 
diplomat as herein used, would be one who 
has the ability to present convincingly the 
side of the railway on any mooted question, 
and in such a manner as will result in its 
obtaining its due, measured by the standard 
of ordinary business rules.” 








These numerous and significant evidences 
presenting themselves in widely scattered 
parts of the country and emphasizing here 
one phase and there another, indicate even 
to the casual newspaper reader, and still 
more impressively to those who are in close 
touch with railroad managers, that a new 
spirit has come over the railroads of the 
country. Many of them realize as never 
before that it’ is a vitally important depart- 
ment of the management of a railroad to 
accede wherever possible to the demands of 
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the public, and where this is impossible to 
maintain such a demeanor as will convince 
the complainant that he has been served as 
well as the circumstances would permit. 
Above all, it is apparent that many rail- 
road managers now desire with great ear- 
nestness that the public shall come to be- 
lieve that the railroads are anxious to please 
their customers in the same way that manu- 
facturers and tradesmen are anxious to 
please theirs. 





TREND OF THE BOND MARKET 


Monetary conditions are working around 
to a point where they should be favorable 
to new financing and the absorption of 
new mortgage securities. 

In these days when both the stock and 
grain markets reflect the handiwork of the 
shrewd manipulator who is enabled to suc- 
cessfully carry through his campaign be- 
cause of the abundance and low cost of 
money, it may afford some relief to revert 
to the bond market for a few comparisons 
and ascertain what the comparisons there 
reveal as to the actual progress in the in- 
vestment market. 

At present there is a large volume of 
new bond issues pending and as these are 
invariably more attractive to the specula- 
tive investor they naturally detract from 
the listed bond market. But nevertheless 
some interesting figures can be gleaned from 
a comparison of time-tried bonds. 


Taking a list of investment bonds used 
in these columns on previous occasions for 
this purpose and the comparisons of the 
high price of 1905, the low of 1907, and the 
present price are:

There is one feature about the financing 
now under way which should not be over- 
looked. Every dollar of new capital raised 
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by a corporation means an additional bur- 
den upon profits. Therefore, while net earn- 
ings of our railroads and industrial com- 
panies show increases over previous years, 
the results may not mean large amounts 
available for better dividends. Every $10,- 
000,000 worth of 5 per cent bonds distrib- 
uted means an extra charge of $500,000 per 
annum. A railroad paying 7 per cent divi- 
dends on preferred or common stock has to 
face $700,000 new charges upon every $10,- 
000,000 of stock sold. Since Jan. 1 new se- 
curities have been floated in the United 
States to the amount of fully $500,000,000. 
Allowing only 4 per cent for interest and 
dividend disbursements, net must increase 
$20,000,000 to provide for the added tax 
upon profits. True much of the financing 
accomplished represented refunding, 
often of a nature highly profitable to cor- 
porations, since long-term bonds can now 
be sold on a low income basis, and thus 
supplant short-term notes carrying higher 
rates of interest, yet, on the whole, our 
corporations must earn this year some $60,- 
000,000 more than last year to provide divi- 
dends and interest on new securities. This 
phase of the situation is too often neg- 
lected.

Profitable Syndicates 


Profits of the big syndicates that under- 
write large flotations always furnish a sub- 
ject of interest to those who follow finan- 
cial history. Not that all syndicates show 
a profit, for there have been instances where 
the reverse was true. 

But within the last six weeks eight un- 
derwriting syndicates that succeeded in 
placing nearly $140,000,000 new securities 
have been virtually wound up at a hand- 
some profit. The transactions thus closed 
included the $44,500,000 operation in South- 
ern Pacific bonds, the $21,333,000 issue by 
Southern Railway, a $30,000,000 issue by 
St. Louis and San Francisco, and various 
smaller undertakings. All these transac- 


tions, in addition to numerous less import- 
ant ones, have returned a sufficient profit 
to make them compensate the underwriters 
for the disastrous syndicate ventures of 
two years ago. 

The participants in this year’s syndicates 
have aimed chiefly for quick profits and 





small risks. There has been none of the 
gambling spirit of 1901 when the bankers 
took great risks to earn exorbitant fees, 
Just two years ago this month thirty of 
the shrewdest bankers in the city under- 
wrote Union Pacifie’s 375,000,000 converti- 
ble bond issue at 87%. Six months later 
they saw the price drop to 79, which was a 
serious matter for a syndicate that had to 
find a market for all but $1,850,000 of the 
entire issue. In the same way the Lake 
Shore syndicate of 1907, after having its 
money tied up fifteen months, was forced to 
take virtually the whole $35,000,000 deben- 
ture issue, which was then quoted nine 
points below the syndicate price. 

The bankers who offered par for Penn- 
sylvania’s $100,000,000 314 per cent bonds 
issue in 1905 found themse:ves with $90,- 
000,000 of the bonds on their hands when 
the time-limit expired. Before the end of 
the year the bonds were quoted at a price 
which virtually wiped out the syndicate’s 
$2,500,000 commission. Had not the bank- 
ers forced the Telephone Company two 
years ago to let them have the $100,000,- 
000 bond issue for 91, instead of 9414— 
the price originally agreed on—that oper- 
ation might also have proved disastrous. 
The borrowers reduced the selling price $3,- 
500,000 in order to market their $25,000,- 
000 unsecured note issue at an unfavorable 
time. Because of these narrow escapes, the 
bankers in this month’s syndicates for the 
most part limited their subscriptions to such 
amounts as they could conveniently retain 
as investments. 


Philippine Bonds Sold 


A sale of $1,000,000 bearing interest at 
4 per cent was made this week, all but 
$5,000 going to the Mercantile Trust Com- 
pany of St. Louis, which offers them at 
103% and accrued interest. 


Frisco Bonds Are Sold 

Speyer & Co. offered and sold by public 
advertisement $10,000,000 St. Louis and 
San Francisco Railroad Company general 
lien fifteen-twenty-year 5 per cent gold 
bonds at 91 and accrued interest, yielding 
about 5% per annum to investors. These 
bonds are a direct obligation of the com- 
pany, covering all of its property, as de- 














scribed in the mortgage, and any property 
hereafter acquired with the proceeds of the 
bonds. On June 1, 1909, upon redemption 
of the St. Louis, Memphis and Southeast- 
ern Railroad Company 4% per cent bonds, 
they will become a first mortgage on 665 
miles of road, subject only to $489,125 ex- 
isting bonds, for the redemption of which 
general lien bonds are reserved. 

Municipal Bond Sales 

Municipal bond sales made in April amount- 
ed to $35,869,637. This compares with $32,- 
610,727 sold the month previous and $21,- 
426,859 in April last year. The only total 
for the month of April in excess of that of 
last month was reported in 1904, when $40,- 
409,428 bonds were sold. At that time, 
however, the total included $25,000,000 put 
out by New York City. Last month sales 
included Canadian debentures to the amount 
of $6,739,761 and temporary loans aggre- 
gating $19,053,569. These items are always 
excluded, the lists representing only long- 
term issues placed in the United States. 

It will be seen from the list of sales com- 
puted by the Financial Chronicle that the 
issues put out carry fairly low rates of 
interest, and that in a majority of cases the 
bonds commanded good prices. The high- 
est price of the month was paid for New 
York State’s block of $10,000,000 3 per 
cents. The sale was made on a basis of 
about 2.957 per cent. The following large 
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issues are also included in the April lists: 
$2,983,000 3148 of Boston, Mass.; $2,250,- 
000 5s of Seattle, Wash.; $1,131,500 4s of 
Buffalo, N. Y.; $1,000,000 344s of the State 
of Connecticut; $800,000 4s of Luzerne 
County, Pa.; $667,000 4s of Cuyahoga 
County, Ohio, and $500,000 of the State of 


Montana. mye 
The number of municipalities emitting 


bonds and the number of separate issues 
made during April, 1909, were 231 and 365 
respectively. This contrasts with 291 and 
447 for March, 1909, and with 226 and 328 
for April, 1908.

Reports presented to the spring meeting 
of the executive council of the American 
Bankers’ Association at Briarcliff Lodge, 
Briarcliff Manor, New York, indicated that 





















greater progress has been made in the vari- 
ous branches of work having for their end 
the improvement in commercial laws and 
protection against criminals in the last six 
months than, ever before. 


This meeting was one of the most largely 
attended in the history of the association. 
Out of a total membership of seventy-one, 
sixty-six members of the council responded 
to the roll call. The reports of the com- 
mittees of the different sections—trust com- 
pany, savings bank, clearing house and 
American Institute of Banking—were pre- 
sented and showed the work pertaining to 
these sections to be advancing along their 
respective lines. The savings bank section 
submitted proposed amendments to their 
constitution, which were approved by the 
council. The report of the committee of 
the clearing house section covered the prog- 
ress which had been made in the system of 
letters and numbers for clearing house 
banks. It was also shown that the senti- 
ment favoring clearing house examiners was 
increasing rapidly. 

While the currency commission of the as- 
sociation made no formal report, John L. 
Hamilton, a member of the commission, 
stated that they had been keeping in close 
touch with affairs at Washington and had 
every assurance that the Federal Monetary 
Commission would confer with the asso- 
ciation’s commission before any bill on the 
currency question was submitted to Con- 
gress; that leaders both in the Senate and 
House appreciated ‘the fact that the com- 
mittee of the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, representing a body of over 10,000 
bankers, should have some voice in the 
framing of any measure by the National 
Monetary Commission. Lucius Teter, chair- 
man of the Postal Savings Bank Commit- 
tee, reported that the committee was en- 
gaged in a broad general educational cam- 
paign through all the bankers of the coun- 
try at large, showing the fallacy and the 
lack of necessity for postal savings banks 
in this country. Thomas B. Paton, general 
counsel of the association, reported that he 
had drafted a bill to punish the making or 
use of false statements for credit, which 
bill was indorsed by the National Associa- 
tion of Credit Men and other organizations; 
which was also generally introduced into 
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legislatures throughout the country, and at 
this date it has been passed in four States 
—Michigan, Minnesota, Montana and Wyom- 
ing, and has also passed one house of the 
Oklahoma Legislature. He had also pre- 
pared a pamphlet containing drafts of a 
number of laws covering negotiable instru- 
ments; main points of security needed by 
bankers and many features pertaining to 
bill of lading, voucher check, etc. 


Report of the committee on uniform ne- 
gotiable instruments law specified that 
thirty-six States had adopted the law. The 
report showed that twenty-seven of the 
association’s measures, all told, have been 
enacted in different States, outside of the 
bill of lading law, which has also passed 
three States. 


Lewis E. Pierson, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Bills of Lading, covered in the 
report the work accomplished by the com- 
mittee and the advance made in a uniform 
bill of lading, which is of immense benefit 
not alone to bankers, but to the entire busi- 
ness community. With the exception of a 
few Southern railroads practically every 
railroad in the country is now using only 
these forms. The committee is now work- 
ing to overcome a vital defect, as some car- 
riers are nullifying various provisions by 
stamping new conditions on the document, 
as in its present shape it is not binding 
upon the carriers. The committee is now 
laboring to secure State and national leg- 
islation to overcome this difficulty. Many 
of the boards of trade and commercial ex- 
changes throughout the country have adopt- 
ed resolutions providing that hereafter no 
drafts shall be paid by their members when 
the bill of lading attached shall have been 
issued by their carriers without certain 
safeguards which are specified in the re- 
port. The executive council feeling that 
these safeguards will operate to the advan- 
tage of all, including the carriers, and very 


largely tend to avoid future losses through | 


forgery and alterations, adopted a_resolu- 
tion heartily indorsing the action taken by 
the mercantile organizations referred to. 


The report of the protective committee 
covered very fully the important work of 
the committee in providing every precau- 
tion possible in the protection of members 
of the association against the perpetration 
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of fraud by professional criminals. In this 
connection the council has under considera- 
tion some new features which will systema- 
tize still further and facilitate the volume 
of work in this department of the secre- 
tary’s office. A committee was appointed 
to investigate conditions and suggestions 
which had been offered to that end. 

Reports were also received from the fol- 
lowing committees: Standing Law, Fed- 
eral Legislative, Express Companies and 
Money Orders, Credit Information and 
Voucher Check. 

Secretary Farnsworth submitted his re- 
port, and much satisfaction was manifested 
at the large increase in membership as 
shown therein. 

The report of Treasurer Kauffman showed 
a handsome balance on hand to carry on 
the work of the association to the end of 
the current fiscal year.

St. Joseph, Missouri, had the honor of en- 
tertaining the annual convention of the 
State Bankers’ Association, which was held 
there May 5 and 6. The occasion brought 
to St. Joseph several hundred bankers, every 
section of the State being represented. There 
were also bankers from New York and Chi- 
cago, as well as the representatives of other 
State associations, who came as fraternal 
delegates. St. Joseph bankers did every- 
thing in their power to make the meeting 
a success, but they had the hearty co- 
operation of every citizen of St. Joseph. 
They raised a large sum of money to enter- 
tain the convention properly and were not 
asked to contribute this sum themselves. 
Their names are on every subscription list 
that is circulated in St. Joseph and when 
they had a convention of their own, the 
general business interest of the city came 
forward and evidenced some degree of ap- 
preciation.

Alabama bankers at the convention last 
month at Mobile, started a crusade look- 
ing toward legislation designed to strength- 
en the position of Alabama’s banks. The 
matter was brought before the State Bank- 
ers’ Association by McLane Tilton, Jr., sec- 
vetary and treasurer of the association. 
After condemning both the postal savings 
bank idea and the guaranteed deposit 
scheme, Mr. Tilton warned his associates 
that they must do something to satisfy the 
public apprehension which grew out of the 
crisis of 1907. Suggestions were made by 
Mr. Tilton in the following words: 

“Our bank examinations must be improved 
by the appointment of more examiners, and 
one way to get them is for the banks to 
assume the expense of necessary additions 
to the force by assessments levied in pro- 
portion to resources. State banks should 
also be compelled to publish statements 
coincident with the Controller’s calls, as 
many voluntarily do, and examinations of 
banks operating branches should cover the 
parent and branches simultaneously. A de- 
fective examination, which lends the shadow 
of the State’s approval without its sub- 
stance, is worse than no examination at all. 
New York has two measures we could adopt 
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with advantage, their Savings Bank and 
Liquidation Acts. The American Bankers’ 
Association has prepared and recommended 
for passage several bills whose complete 
texts will be published with our proceed- 
ings. These have already been passed in 
many States and concern the following 
subjects: Punishment for false stories af- 
fecting banks, punishment for drawing 
checks without funds, punishment for bur- 
glary with explosives, limiting time liabil- 
ity for payment of forged or raised checks, 
defining competency of notaries, fixing ma- 
turity of paper and regulating transfer of 
stock certificates. 


“T am strongly in favor of trying to form 
a joint Legislative Committee with the State 
Bar Association. This would enable us to 
submit to the consideration of the Bar at 
their annual meetings the subjects upon 
which we desired legislation. Not only 
would we gain the benefit of their legal 
knowledge in the preparation of bills but, 
as the Legislature is composed largely of 
lawyers, it is manifest that bills bearing 
the seal of the approval of their own asso- 
ciation could be the more readily enacted 
into law.” 
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Mr. Tilton also made various practical 
suggestions about bank insurance and the 
codification of the banking laws of the 
State. 

W. P. G. Harding, of Birmingham, presi- 
dent of the association, opened the conven- 
tion, and addresses were delivered by 
Charles H. Treat, Treasurer of the United 
States, on “The Currency,” and Lynn H. 
Dinkins, president of the Interstate Trust 
& Banking Co., of New Orleans, on “Postal 
Savings Banks.” Other addresses were:

AMERICAN INSTITUTE GLEANINGS 


In the Inter-City Debate between teams 
from Chicago and Minneapolis Chapters, 
American Institute of Banking, held at Min- 
neapolis Saturday evening, May 15, Minne- 
apolis was awarded the decision, The ques- 
tion discussed was: “Resolved, That it 
would be to the best interests of the coun- 
try to allow national banks to issue credit 
currency.” 

Chicago took the affirmative and Minne- 
apolis the negative. The Chicago debaters 
were Ralph R. Sleeper, Continental Na- 
tional Bank; Harold W. Dorn, Commercial 
National Bank; Benjamin B. Bellows, Chi- 
eago Savings Bank and Trust Co., while 
Minneapolis was represented by L. E. Wake- 
field, Northwestern National Bank; Guy 
Warren, First National Bank, and J. G. 
MacLean, Security National Bank. 

San Francisco Chapter 

The debate between the San Francisco 
Chapter, American Institute of Banking, 
and the Oakland Chapter, on the question, 
“Resolved, That the postal savings bank 
system is beneficial to the United States 


banking system, as it stands in the Carter 
Bill,” was decided in the affirmative. The 
representative of the San Francisco Chap- 
ter had the affirmative, and was represent- 
ed by J. E. Gustafson, J. A. Millican, and 
Golden L. Downing. They simmered the 
whole question down to the proposition to 
the point whether or not the new system as 
proposed by the bill would put in circulation 
money that is now kept out of circulation 
by being privately hoarded. 

Professor A. C. Whitaker, of Leland Stan- 
ford University, closed his course of lec- 
tures before the Chapter last month, the 
final lecture being on the “Reform of the 
American Currency System.” 

F. H. Colburn, assistant secretary of the 


California Bankers’ Association, spoke be- | 


fore the San Francisco Chapter on May 4, 
on “The Prevention and Punishment of 
Fraud.” This was the subject he was thor- 
oughly familiar with, having given it much 
study. 

E. L. Lippman, vice-president of the 
Wells-Fargo-Nevada National Bank, spoke 
before the Chapter on the evening of May 


























































11 on the subject of “Banks and the Busi- 
ness Community.” 

The Chapter continues to increase in 
membership and now has more than 400 
members. 


Tacoma Chapter

coma Chapter of the American institute of

The meeting was one of the best that 
has been held since the Chapter was or- 
ganized, over 40 being present, the members 
all entering enthusiastically in the plans 
for the coming year, especially planning 
that the Tacoma Chapter does its part in 
entertaining visitors from the East who 
attend the National convention of the Chap- 
ters of the Institute of Banking in Seattle, 
June 21, 22 and 23. 


Milwaukee Chapter 
G. G. Fisher, of the Milwaukee National 
Bank, was elected president of the Milwau- 
kee Chapter at the recent annual meeting 
of the organization. Other officers are: 
F, E. Bachhuber, Marshall & Ilsley Bank, 
vice-president; P. A. Loew, First National 
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Bank, secretary; F. K. McPherson, Wiscon- 
sin National Bank, treasurer; and D. T. 
Leisk, Milwaukee National Bank, librarian. 
H. J. Dreher, of the Marshall & Ilsley Bank; 
Alexander Wall, First National Bank, and 
George Neth, Wisconsin National Bank, 
were chosen directors. In addition to the 
five delegates formerly elected to repre- 
sent the Chapter at the coming annual con- 
vention of the Wisconsin State Bankers’ As- 
sociation, J. H. Daggett was also chosen. 
The matter of choosing a new board of edi- 
tors for the “Index,” the official publication 
of the Milwaukee Chapter, has been left to 
the new board of directors by the ways and 
means committee. The appointment of 
larger committees will be the rule with the 
Chapter during the coming year, according 
to the stand taken by the newly elected 
president, G. G. Fisher. It is believed that 
this plan will do away with any semblance 
of one man power and that it will do much 
to arouse general interest among members. 


St. Paul Chapter 

At its annual meeting recently, the St. 
Paul Chapter selected the following officers: 
President, Harry R. Fairchild; vice-presi- 
dent, John McGillick; secretary, Theodore 
L. Lee; treasurer, George P. Stensgard; ex- 
ecutive board, Carl S, Diether, E. D. Strate, 
and Frank Wickman. A debate was held 
upon the subject: “Resolved, That the 
Business Interests of the Country Would 
be Best Served if all the Banks were Na- 
tionalized.” The negative won. Delegates 
were named to Seattle, for the National 
convention, as follows: R. W. Lindeke, O. 
J. Schumacher, M. F. Ernst, J. C. Engen, 
Walter Honebrink, W. K. Miller. 
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Governor Hughes of New York has signed 
the bill giving trust companies two years’ 
additional time in which they may sell 
stock held in other financial institutions in 
excess of 10 per cent of the capital of such 
other corporation. 

In the merging of the Van Norden Trust 
Company of New York with the Carnegie 


Trust Company, which is also to take over 
the business of the Nineteenth Ward Bank 
and the Twelfth Ward Bank, the Carnegie 
Trust Company syndicate is to pay $400 a 
share for virtually the whole 30,000 shares 
of Nineteenth Ward Bank stock. For a 
majority of the 20,000 shares of stock in 
the Twelfth Ward Bank it pays about $200 
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a share. The Van Norden Trust Company 
stock goes to the new owners on the basis 
of $325 per share for the 7,000-share block 
acquired. 


The stockholders of the Bankers’ Trust 
Company of St. Louis have ratified the 
proposition to increase the capital from 
$500,000 to $1,000,000. The new stock is 
issued at $200, per share, thereby increas- 
ing the surplus from $200,000 to $700,000. 
The company has been paying dividends at 
the rate of 4 per cent quarterly, and, one 
of the officials states it will undoubtedly 
continue dividend payments at the same 
rate on its enlarged capital. The institu- 
tion claims to be the only concern in the 
Mississippi Valley which does a regular 
trust company business, but does not re- 
ceive deposits, In a little pamphlet detail- 
ing its history it is stated that it was or- 
ganized in Fredericktown, Mo., six years 
ago under the name of the Fredericktown 
Trust Company for the purpose of estab- 
lishing what is termed a country bankers’ 
trust company. The company now has 
stock in over seventy country banks and 
its holdings have a book value of $1,100,- 
000. Something more than half the banks 
in which the company is interested were 
established by it and their stock obtained 
at par. Close touch with these banks is 
kept through a system of semi-monthly re- 
ports and regular examinations by a trav- 
eling auditor. The officers of the company 
are: J. E. Franklin, president; B. F. Ed- 
wards, vice-president; C. S. Marsh, secre- 
tary; L. S. Parker, treasurer; A. P. Mackley 
and F, E. Williams, assistant secretaries. 


The salary of the Commissioner of Bank- 
ing of Wisconsin has been increased from 
$3,600 to $5,000 a year by the Legislature. 
A similar bill was passed in 1907, but by 
only a majority vote, instead of a three- 


fifths vote as required in this particular 
instance. 


The combined deposits of all the Kansas 
City banks is now in excess of $125,000,000, 
of which the National hold over $101,000,- 
000. The latest call came at a time when 
bank deposits are decreasing, owing to the 


spring demand for money. Two or three 
weeks ago the three largest banks showed 


$2,500,000 greater deposits than on date of 
call. These banks had deposits of $29,250,- 
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000, $24,500,000 and $13,500,000 respective. 
ly, on April 28. 

The Kansas City, Kan., banks are also 
prospering. The Commercial National Bank 
shows deposits of $5,155,000 on April 28, 
against $3,755,000 in May of last year. 

Notwithstanding they have received three 
notices to call for checks for their final 
dividend, nearly one hundred depositors in 
the Vigo National Bank of Terre Haute, 
Ind., have not done so. Their checks will 
be forwarded to the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency, and the depositors will be incon- 
venienced in getting their money. The divi- 
dend is 10 per cent, and with it there is 6 
per cent interest on their money, since the 
failure of the bank. 


Henry P. Upham, until lately chairman of 
the board of directors of the First National 
Bank of St. Paul, died May 1, having been 
ill for some time. 

The Metropolitan State Bank of Minne- 
apolis, did not Nationalize May 1, as had 
been expected, but has taken steps leading 


to that end. The increase of capital which 
was also expected to occur, has been de- 


ferred. 


William Binney, of the Rhode Island Hos- 
pital Trust Company at Providence, died 
April 23 at his home in this city. He was 
84 years old. He became a resident of 
Providence in 1853 and was one of the 
founders of the Rhode Island Hospital Trust 
Company, the first trust company in New 
England, which was formed in 1867. He 
remained at the head of that institution 
until 1881, when he resigned. In 1883 Mr. 
Binney went to Newport, and since that 
time had made either Providence or New- 
port his home. 


On May 4 the Union Trust Company of 
Providence, R.I., celebrated the anniversary 
of the resumption of business following re- 
organization by declaring payable the fourth 
and fifth installments of 10 per cent each, 
on the certificates of deposit. The install- 
ments ordered paid are not due until No- 
vember 4 and May 4, 1910, and make a 
total of 60 per cent of the total deposits 
made available to the depositors within one 
year. 

Charles T. Schenck has resigned as cash- 
ier of the Monroe National Bank, at Mon- 
roe, and has become cashier of the Big Tim- 
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ber National Bank, at Big Timber, Mont. 
F. B. Kingdon succeeded him as cashier at 
Monroe. 

Joseph and A. Dixon have sold their in- 
terest in the First National Bank, at Coon 
Rapids, to Homer Miller, president of the 
Iowa National Bank, Des Moines, Ia., and 
Ed. McDonald, vice-president of the Coon 
Rapids institution. My. McDonald becomes 
president. 

Homer A. Miller, of the Iowa National 
Bank, of Des Moines, has returned from San 
Antonio, Texas, where his wife has been 
recuperating for some months. 


Helge A. Haugan, president of the State 
Bank of Chicago, prominent club man and 
well known in banking circles throughout 
the country, died at his home of heart dis- 
ease. Although Mr. Haugan had been in 
poor health for nearly a year, his death 
was unexpected, and was a shock to his 
business associates and friends. It is gen- 
erally believed in La Salle street that L. A. 
Goddard will be the successor of Mr. Hau- 
gan as president of the State Bank. He 
is the senior vice-president. 


W. G. Schroeder, cashier of the Continen- 
tal National Bank of Chicago, was seriously 
injured in an accident on the Northwestern 
Elevated railroad in Chicago, May -18. 

The deal by which Receiver LeBreton, of 
the California Safe Deposit and Trust Com- 
pany of San Francisco, hoped to secure 
$670,000 for the properties of the El Dorado 
Lumber Company and the Lake Tahoe Rail- 
road, assets of the bank represented by him, 
has failed. 

The new California banking law is being 
earnestly studied, and bankers are already 
taking steps to bring their affairs into con- 
formity with its provisions, although the 
measure does not go into effect until July 1. 
Some who are dissatisfied with, the restric- 
tions imposed are seriously considering the 
question of conversion to the National sys- 
tem, and it is probable that more National 
charters will be taken by banks in Cali- 
fornia in 1909 than in any previous year. 
For the most part, however, bankers are 
inclined to wait and see what effect the new 
law will have upon their business. 

Thirty Texan National banks failed in 
the period between 1866 and 1906, inclusive, 
forty-one years. In. 1866 there were four 
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National banks in Texas. In 1906 there 
were 483. The total of claims proved 
against the thirty broken banks was $3,214,- 
749. The total loss to depositors was $1,- 
308,473. The total of dividends paid to 
depositors on proved claims was $1,812,625. 
Deposits in all National banks in Texas in 
1866 were $626,000. In 1905 the total had 
risen to $116,331,000. Average annual de- 
posits for the forty-one years were $24,- 
709,098; average annual loss to depositors, 
$31,857; percentage of annual losses, one 
and three-tenths mills. 

According to the statement made in re- 
sponse to the call the four National and 
eleven State banks of Minneapolis had a 
total of $65,828,686 on deposit at the close 
of business April 28, as compared with $66,- 
164,284 for the same banks for the Feb- 
ruary 5 call. The totals for the seventeen 
banks «re $82,023,689, against $82,233,339 
on February 5, a decrease of $209,649 in de- 
posits. The totals of loans and discounts 
for the same banks show $51,960,468 on the 
present call against $51,163,556 February 
5, an increase of $796,911. 

As a result of the. first offering of bonds 
to provide funds for the construction of the 
new First National Bank building, $295,000 
have been taken and sufficient additional 
subscribed to make certain the financing 
of the Denver skyscraper. The Puget Sound 
Realty Association Corporation is to erect 
the building. The bond issue is limited to 
$1,000,000, and the estimated cost of the 
building is $900,000. The.bonds are se- 
cured by the ninety-nine-year lease on the 
property at that location and by the 12- 
story office building. The eleven upper 
floors will have 429 offices. 

The Banque d’Hochelaga ‘(Montreal), 
which has an authorized capital of $4,000,- 
000, has decided to increase the paid-in 
amount from $2,500,000 to $3,000,000. 

James Elmsley, for the last six years 
Superintendent of the branches of the Bank 
of British North America, was recently ap- 
pointed Manager of the Montreal branch of 
the institution to succeed A. E. Ellis. 

With a view to liquidating its business 
through the Lumberman’s National Bank of 
Houston, Texas, the National City Bank 
of Houston has recently moved to the quar- 
ters of the first named institution. The

bank began business in July, 1906. It has a 
capital of $250,000, and a statement of its 
condition on April 24 shows deposits of 
$510,256 and total resources of $1,033,861. 
Jesse H. Jones, its president, is a vice-pres- 
ident of the Lumberman’s National Bank. 

The proposition to reduce the capital of 
the Bank of Havana at Havana, Cuba, from 
$2,500,000 to $1,000,000, was ratified by the 
stockholders on March 10. 


A bill incorporating the Anglo-Canadian 
Bank has been passed at Ottawa, Canada. 
The headquarters of the institution, it is 
stated, will be in Montreal. 


Robert Lyons, receiver of the Allegheny 
National Bank of Pittsburgh, paid a 5 per 
cent dividend to the depositors of the in- 
stitution recently, bringing the aggregate 
payment up to 55 per cent.

Earle S. Youmans, president of the First

23. The bank over which he was the direct- 
ing power for a long time recently moved 
into its new home. 

T. P. Phillips, vice-president of the Amer- 
ican Trust and Savings Bank and one of 
the largest individual stockholders in that 
institution, has decided to resign and go to 
California to live. Mr. Phillips is_presi- 
dent of the First National Bank of Amboy, 
Ill., the First National Bank of Naperville, 
Ill., and of the South Chicago Savings Bank, 
and until recently held the presidency of the 
Hinsdale State Bank of Hinsdale, IIl., be- 
sides being interested in two banks at Gary, 
Ind., and: one at Riverside, Ill. His inter- 
ests in most of these institutions probably 
will not be sold, but he will give up his 
official positions in them. 

Copies of the annual report of the 
Deutsche Bank of Berlin for 1908 have been 
received from Edward D. Adams of 71 
Broadway, New York. The report says 
among other things, that the growth in the 
power of the German market to absorb se- 
curities is shown by the purchase of $715,- 
000,000 in 1908. The turnover of the 
Deutsche Bank in the past year amounted 
to $22,493,000,000, against $21,812,000,000 
in 1907. The branches in London and Ham- 
burg, although deriving less profit from in- 
terest, have continued to make satisfactory 
progress. The office at Bremen has also 
shown good results, but trade and industry 
in that district are still feeling the effects 
of the recent economic reaction. The 
Deutsche Ueberseeische Bank (Banco Ale- 
man Transatlantico) has had a good year, 
especially in Argentina; the branches in 
Bolivia had still to suffer from the recent 
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crisis, Whereas conditions in Chili have al- 
ready much improved. While strengthen- 
ing its published and internal reserves, the 
bank will again pay a dividend of 9 per 
cent. It has decided to increase its capital 
from $4,762,000 to $7,142,857. The number 
of current accounts at the head office, in- 
cluding the accounts with our deposit de- 
partments in Berlin and suburbs, amounted 
at the close of the fiscal year to 171,305, 
against 158,657 end of 1907. The number

Knauth, Nachod & Kihne, the well-known 
International Bankers of New York and 
Leipzig, Germany, undertook, some ten 
years ago, at the suggestion of many of their 
correspondents, to issue Travelers’ Checks, 
in order to enable the Banking Fraternity to 
offer to the traveling public a self identify- 
ing universally available document, similar 
to, but in many respects superior, to that 
issued by the Express Companies. Owing to 
the firm’s unrelenting efforts, their Travelers’

Banks, Bankers, Hotels, Storekeepers, etc., 
constituting a great convenience to the 
traveler, and enhancing his comfort and 
pleasure, The Checks are payable every- 
where, without deduction, at their'face value 
in Dollars or printed equivalent. The Amer- 
ican Bankers’ Association has delegated to 
the Bankers Trust Co. of New York the is- 
suance of Travelers’ Checks. It may how- 
ever, be well to remind Banks and Bankers 
of the fact that the Trust Company’s Checks 
are not being offered with a view of entering 
into competition with Messrs. Knauth, 
Nachod & Kiihne or with the legitimate 
business of any of the Association’s members, 
but rather to attack the Express Companies, 
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who have encroached upon a field un- 
doubtedly belonging to Banks and Bankers. 

W. T. Fenton, of the National Bank of 
the Republic of Chicago, expressed very op- 
timistic views on the general business out- 
look for the country. “I believe that by 
September we will have a boom in general 
business,” said Mr. Fenton. “As I look at 
the situation; everything points in that di- 
rection, although the prospective yield of 
the crops, of course, will have an important 
bearing. The merchants and manufactur- 
ers are prepared, I think, to go ahead as 
soon as is possible on a big scale. There is 
an abundance of money in the country. Our 
farmers and all the agricultural interests 
are rich and they are going to spend. There 
are no surplus stocks of goods to amount 
to anything and any increase in the de- 
mand will make it necessary to start up the 
factoriess all around. The merchants have 
held off in the matter of buying goods for 
a long time, They are holding off now on 
account of the tariff uncertainty. But that 
will be settled probably by the first of July, 
and after that, I think, there will be a gen- 
uine and very substantial revival in trade. 
The railroads have not bought much ma- 
terial or done much in the way of exten- 
sion or betterment work. Conditions are 
favorable for them, however. Their busi- 
ness is improving and they can get all the 
money they want at reasonable rates. Many 
of the companies have already refunded 
their short term notes and provision has 
been made for refunding most of the bal- 
ance. I am convinced that we are on the 
way to decidedly better times and that bus- 
iness will be in full swing again by Septem- 
ber.” 


MOST DESIRABLE DEPOSITORS 

What class of depositor is the most de- 
sirable? The National City Bank of Chi- 
cago, of which David R. Forgan is presi- 
dent, answers the question thus: “Finan- 
cial conditions often change suddenly in 
this country. Our system of numerous 
banks depositing and re-depositing with 
each other causes rapid shrinkage in de- 
posits whenever anything occurs to lead 
the bankers all over the country to 
strengthen their cash reserves. The insti- 
tution best fitted to meet such conditions 
is one that maintains relations with a large 
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number of thrifty depositors whose aver- 
age balances are of only moderate size. 
A bank thus situated is much better off 
than one carrying a number of large ac- 
counts whose owners are likely to make 
heavy withdrawals in times of money 
stringency. In this way the business of 
the successful bank of moderate capital- 
ization is not unlike that of an insurance 
company which always finds it advantage- 
ous to distribute its liability among a great 
number of small risks rather than to stand 
the chance of serious loss through the ac- 
ceptance of individual risks for very large 
amounts. The banks should welcome the 
small depositor who, although not able to 
carry a very large balance, is honorable in 
his dealings and never asks for a greater 
accommodation than his responsibility and 
his entitle him to. The 
good will of a large number of such de- 
positors is about the best asset that a bank 
can have, It does more than anything else
